Straw v otes nev er before attract­ 
ed any where near as much atten­ 
tion. There are so many important 
ones that y ou can often clicck any

others, 
which makes the poll method of 
prediction much harder to shoot at 
than it would he with only one poll 
in progress. 
Politicians wait for 
the published returns from week to 
wpck and then whoop or turn pale. 
A learned book lias been written 
about the polls, indicating the in­

they hav e been taken.
